Brooklyn, Oct. 25.—One of the most 


destructive fires that have occurred for 
two years broke out yesterday afternoon 
at pier 39, East river, and dtd> damage 
to the amount of half a million dollars. 
How it staited is unknown. Tlvr> four- 
masted iron ship, Andorenha, was dis- 
charging a cargo composed principally of 
jute butts, saltpetre, shellac and raw 
Bilk The flames spread to the vessel. 


A no: th wind fanned the flanres fierce- 


ly, and in afew moments the water front 
for four blocks, extending from Van 
Dyke to Walcott street, was ablaze. 
Three alarms and special calls were 
sent out, bringing to the scene all the 
apparatus in the lower half of the bor- 
ough, together with four fireboats from 
Manhattan and the two belonging to 
Brooklyn A black smoke settled over 
the East river as far as Long Island 
fioumj, and extended over the lower part 
of Brooklyn, so that It became necessary 
to light lamps in busines^ houses in or- 
der to carry on business Finally the 
firp was brought under control. 


There was considerate difficulty in 


arriving at an accurate estimate of the 
losses. Among the heaviest losers is 
George L. Hammond, owner of naval 
Btores, whose loss la placed at $100,000, 
Bald to be fully covered by insurance. 
The Andorenha is owned by Frank W. 
Boberts of Liverpool, and valued at 
$300,000. She was consigned to Rail! 
Bros. The blazing vessel was towed 
down to the Oowanus flats and will prob- 
ably prove a total loss. The Brooklyn 
tWharf and Warehouse company, ac- 
cording to the best estimate, will lose 
$150 000 


The three-masted schooner, Waca- 


jnau, loaded with benzine, alcohol and 
turpentine, which airived from George- 
town, S C, earlier in the day and waa 
tied up at the foot of Coffee street, also 
took flre and was towed out into the 
Stream, where the flame* were extin- 
guished without great damage'to tha 
vessel. 


A large part of the cargo of the An- 


dorenha had been diachnrg-pd, and when 
the flre started two lighters were loaded 
•with jute from her hold and tied between 
pfcrs 39 and 40. The loss to these light- 
era will be about $0000. 


An .Inspector of the flre department 


last night said that a number of the em- 
ployes of Hammond's stores declare the 
flre originated In the hold of the An- 
dorenha 
Thefinilor* however, nay that 


the fire started in the bales of Jute on the 
pier. So rapidly did the fire spread that 
the aallora aboard the craft were com- 
pelled to jump Into the water to save 
themselves'from being burned. 


The German American stores had 500 


bales of cotton and 2500 bales of jute 
•tored on pier 39, all of which were de- 
•troy«d.

to the Police Force. 


Free Land For a Year For These Wishing lo 


Cultivate II. 


Santiago. Oct. 23.—General Wood, mil- 


itary governor of the department of San- 
tiago, though satisfied with the work- 
Ings of the Cuban committee of 50 now 
recommending appointments and offer- 
i.iff suggestions for his assistance In the 
work of civil administration, has de- 
cided to simplify this feature by appoint- 
ing eight of the most prominent mem- 
bers of the committee as a^permanent 
council to the governor, this council 
will meet General Wood thrice a week 
to nonsuit as to improvements In the 
province; and one or more members may 
go to different points to consider local 
applications for office. The members of 
the rouncty will receive salaries, though 
the amount has not yet been decided 
upon. 
Probably the position will be 


more one of honor than of profit. 


On« of toe first matters to be consid- 


ered will probably be the reorganization 
of the police force of the province Gen- 
eral Wood's Idea Is to malie the entire 
police force a semi-military organiza- 
tion under command of on Inspector gen- 
eral, Mllh the rank of colonel, having 
headquarters in Santiago. The mounted 
police will be armed with carbines and 
revolvers, and the foot constabulary 
with matchctes and revolvers General 
Wood believes that In less than six 
months he will have a complete and well 
drilled body of men. There will be a re- 
duction In the number of the police In 
Santiago, but General Wood contem- 
plates adding 12 American patrolmen for 
districts specially frequented by soldiers, 
teamsters and Americana generally. Ap- 
parently no menfber of the present force 
dares to arrest an American, even when 
the police outnumber the offenders seven 
toon*. 


Several wealthy Cubans nave offered 


General Wood a quantity of land to 
enable him to carry out his plans of fur- 
alshlng work for any who desire It. Bach 
applicant will be given for one year the 
use of a piece of land, with Implements, 
weds and rations, until hhj crops grow 
to enable him to supply the Santiago 
fnarket with vegetables, fruit, fowls or 
pork. General Wood believe* that no 
fewer than BOO men will accept this op- 
portunity. The proposal !• very (rati-

HOW THE CHINAMAN FISHES. 


Be Tralna C*rmoras*t« and Make* 


Sucker* Do It For Him. 


"Speaking of the natural instinct on A 


extent to which the faculties of birds may 
be devclqpyti/^^aid an old bird trainer to 
the writer "reoentlj, ' 'perhaps ona of tha 
most interesting examples of thlsisthn 
way the cormorant IB trained by the China- 
man to catoh fish. Tha cormorant is a 
tery intelligent bird and la easily domes- 
ticated. It readily lays when captured, 
and its eggs are hatched out by chick- 
ens. When a Chinese fisherman has half 
» dozen or more of these birds, he begins 
while they are still young to teach them 
to oboy his commands, and to come to 
him when they are called. He nest allows 
them their freedom In the water, where 
they soon develop their natural inclination 
to dire in search of fish. Bat as the birds 
invariably bolt the fish whluh they catch, 
a metal rtag is fastened snugly around 
their necka, and this prevents them swal- 
lowing. 


"The fisherman takes his birds out on a 


raft to BOTOO favorable fishing grouhd and 
S 


ilts ththn overboard. They begin diving 
i turns for fish'. As eoon ns a fish is pa- 


cured tho cormorant comes to tho surfaco 
to swallow it, bufc Is prevented from doing 
eo by the ring around his neck. Tho bird 
is then called to thu float by tho fisher- 
man, who robs it of its prey and then 
loosens the ring and rewards the bird 
with a Bin all piec& ot fish. . Tho fisherman 
rofftstena^thto' ring about 'the neck of tho 
cormorant, and the whole operation is re- 
peated again and%(ruin, until the bird be- 
comes tired of diving, when another cor- 
morant la put overboard. Some of tho 
cormorants are BO perfectly trained that 
they will catch and deliver fish without 
being restrained by tha ring, and I hn\o 
ecen one bird bring to the surftioe as many

Unwilling 
to ea,«rt itself overmuch in tho pursuit cf 
food, it has developed an arrangement on 
the back of its head exactly like the cor- 
rugated sole of- a fennis shoe, and as arti 
flcial in appoafafioe as If made and fitted 
by tho hand of man.

as n, ship, a shark or a piece of flotsam, 
whose nfeighburtfl^d^eems Jo,WQmisci in 
abundarifiS^^HiVttfcnls fiSElf 'firm- 
ly thereto by means of this carious con 
trivance, which permits it to eat, breathy 
and perform *11 necessary functions wlnk> 
being carried about without any exertion 
on its part.

Not that ho is ashamed of his profession.

boroaome vice of talking shop. 


You insight;; xaect him daily for six 


months anunbVloarn from anything that 
he v> ould say or do that ho had over seen 
the theater save from a seat in the audi- 
torium. And even if you know him well 
you would hay* to wait a long time to 
hear any boasting of personal success from 
nJB lips. A nontheatricul acquaintance 
wbo chanced to be an export fencer and i 
met him rogularly with the foils for al- i 


; most n year, yet who had never happened ' 


to seo him on'the stage, was almost para- j 
lyzed with astonishment on going to tho , 
theater one evening and discovering that ' 
the .Tohn Drew of the supple wrist and 
nerves of steel was tha eamo John Drew 
who had long been known as one of Amer- 
ica's most finished comedians. 


There's another thing about Jobn Drew 


that adds immensely to his personal credit, 
and it is that lie ne*«r speaks of an ac- 
quaintance at all unless be Is able to say 
something good of him. Drew's personal 
manner when not before the footlights 
has not the slightest trace of swagger or 
self assurance. 


Drevr'a Fencing nod Hi dinar. 


Fencing is by no means so popular a 


sport among New Yorkers as it was a few 
years ago, but John Urew sticks to It just 
the same, partly because ha is fond of the 
exercise, but more because it keeps him in 
perfect bodily trim. He is not one of 
those fencers who count under the breath 
between strokes. When he takes the foils 
iu bis baud, he goes to fencing as if he 
were doing real sword play instead of 
working by rule. And be'd bo a mighty 
bad man for a duellist of the French style 
to run up against. 


Mr. Drow is one of the most graceful 
riders that ever bestrode a saddle horse and 
sent it gently ambling over the bridle paths 
of Central park. But it shouldn't be in- 
ferred from this that be knows bow to 
ride with moderation only. As a matter 
of fact, be bas done a good deal of cross 
country riding both in America and Eng- 
land and is declared by those wbo have 
bad the privilege of seeing him in a bunt- 
ing party to be one of the firmest seated 
men that over put foot in stirrup. 


As to hia social graces, they aro declared 


to bo all that fancy well couM paint them, 
though that part, of New Vork society 
known as the Four Hundred and most 
other dlTisione thereof, too, to be perfectly 
frank abont it, shut him out, as profes- 
sional persons aro generally shut out here 
in America. But of course Drow doesn't 


| care much about that, for ho Is the center j 


of an artistic social circle whose members 
please him well, and hesldeg^nlthoagh he 
is easily one of the most successful mati- 
nee idols in the land, be devotes a good 
deal of time to the members of bis own 
family. 


As to his acting, most readers are pretty 


well informed already. He is not'often 
seen in America outside of New York,t>ufc 
that is because ho suits this town too well 
to be spared with frequency 
Even when 


he does act on other than a New York 
stage it is more likely to be in London 
than in .any of the Interior cities of his 
own country, for he is very popular in tho 
world's metropolis. As to the real John 
Drew, tho man under" tbo fencer, the 
horseman and tho actor, there aro mighty 
few either in or out of the profession who 
know him thoroughly, for-a long witb.^ho 
qualities which gave him the air of pe^r- 
fect brooding ho has cultivated a fine and 
close reserve that is rarely broken through 
except by bis most intimato friends. In 
fact, John Drew's reserve is scarcely sec- 
ond to that maintained by tbo manager 
under whose uuapicca ho made his first 
bow to tho Now York public, Augustin 
Daly himself. ^ jy j . 


How Cl*ra.,tJlty»4 Loots James. 
Speaking of Mr. Daly brings to mind 


Louis James, wbo, like John Drew, was 
patiently trained by that manager. James 
told tho following story for the hundredth 
time perhapsduringhis recent engagement 
in New York:

Boston, Oct. 25.—Another murder, 


adding to the long Hit of Italian affrays. 
In Boston In which the murderer has 
made his esuape, occurred at 5:30 o'clock 
last evening:. Antonio Pepe, 2Q years old, 
shot and fatally injured Minrhtolto Her- 
nacdiiio, one Federal, near Milk street. 
Five shots were lircd, three of which 
took effect. Pepe got away after fright- 
ening- off his pursuers by flourishing his 
revolver, while his victim was placed in 


fln Ambulance from the emergency hos- 
pital. CJii tne way *° ^na' institution he 
died. 
Pepe and his victim, Bernardino, were 


laborers, employed at tlit southern union 
station. Although friend*, 
tft,uX wei* 


looked'upon by their companions as i:*Inff 
of quarrelsome dispositions. In spite o? 
thia friendship, the other men state they 
frequently qyai'relcd. Th« bone of con- 
tention was always the relative abilities 
of each to speak the English language. 
Friday last the men Had a bitter quarrel 
and it Is alleged that Bernardino struck 
Pepe with a shovel. The latter swore 
vengeance. Yesterday th« men knocked 
off woik at 5:25 and immediately Pepe 
walked up to his old opponent and said 
in Italian: "You cannot talk JEnglish fit 
for a parrot. You had better stick to 
Italian." B«rnaidino returned each jibe 
with Interest. 


Pepe left and walked up Federal street 


some distance, and disappeared in a 
doorway, waiting there until Bernardino 
appeared. The street waa thronged. 
Pepe, when his antagonist appeared, 
stepped forth from his place of conceal- 
ment, and, drawing a large revolver, 
fired point blank at the other. Bernar- 
dino had turned to flee, but before he 
had half-turned1 about the first bullet 
struck him full In the left breast, and as 
he staggered the second shattered hlsf 
right arm. The enraged Pepe fired three 
more shots, one en faring the dying man's 
left side.

Tho Historical rooms at the memo- 


rial library are 
well worth a visit. 


They 'are in the northwest corner of 
the second story as you enter the room 
number 1. A handsome black walnut 
case filled with old time crockery is at 
your right hand, with many choice 
pieces most of which have, been given 
Among the collection is an old Dutch 
plate sent from South Africa nearly 
200 years old, another of the earliest 
made in our own country, a pilgrim 
plate, a. Lafayette, 
a 
Napoleon, 
a 


Rhode Isla,nd platter, a PUtsfleld Elm 
platter of rich dark blue, aa old time 
pitcher and bowl of pale blue, a repro- 
duction of the Martha Washington 
plate, the old state house at Boston, 
Longfellow mtllenium cup and saucer 
of great value, picture tea pots and 
glass dishes of the last century, speci- 
men of Lowestoft, toddy glasses, cruet 
"Aunt Hagars" pewter cup.

and quarters in the Armory block and 
the majority of the men do not feel 
like disbanding,' but wish to stay to- 
gether. jjfhe.rQuarters are well fur- 
nished aafl, vecjf comfortable and now 
that they have shown their worth on 
the field of battle and proven their 
ability to perform the most extreme of 
.the duties for which they Joined the 
militia, they will enjoy a time of quiet 
but none the less patriotic work as 
militiamen. 


A large percentage of the regular 


members of the company would also 
be required to stay in the company 
unless they secured 
discharges, as 


many of them had enlisted only a short 
time before war was declared, enlist- 
ment being for three years. 


In connection with the volunteers' 


return to the militia ranks there will 
come the disorganization of the pro- 
visional company. 
It was organized 


while Company M was In Cuba with 
the understanding tbat they would be 
disbanded should Company M decide 
to resume their old standing as a vol- 
unteer militia. Doubtless -many of the 
members of the provisional company 
will endeavor to Join Company M as 
they have taken a decided Interest in 
military tactics and have progressed 
well.

MONSTER FAN AT CENTRAL SHAFT 


To Bt Run By 125 Horse Power. 


Motor Will Clear the Structure. 


Will Be Erected 


at Once. 


tThe Fitohburg railroad has bean 


studying for some time on the problem 
of clearing the gas and .smoke from 
Hoosac tunnel. - Their experts have 
now devised a plan by which it la be- 
lieved this can be done- It will be put 
in operation in about six weeks. 


The plan is to erect at the central 


shaft a hood over the opening. In this 
hood will be placed a rotury fan of 
powerful upward draught, the power 
to be furnished by a 125 horse power 
electric motor. The motor is being 
constructed by the Stanley Electric 
company of Pittsfield. 
Electric con- 


nection \\\\\ be made with the lines of 
the North Adams Electric and Gas 
company which now reach as far as 
the west portal of the tunnel. The new 
wires will have to be strung a distance 
of about five miles from the west por- 
tal to the central shaft. 


The work of building the motor, put- 


ting it in place, erecting the hood and 
fan and making wire connections, it is 
expected will be all completed Inside of 
six weeks. When this new device for 
clearing the tunnel of smoke and gas 
is-put into effect it wil then be deter- 
mined aa to resuming the electric light- 
ing of the structure.

Light company and expert electricians 
of the Stanley company and the Fitch- 
burg railroad were looking over the 
ground Monday, and they are all con- 
fident that new device will success- 
fully accomplish its purpose.
